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Earthquake Razes City, Kills Many in New Zealand

British Bluejackets Land 
To Fight Fires Raging 
in Ruins; Vessels Rush 
to Scene. 


SHIPS ARE ROCKED 
BY HUGE WAVES 


Survivor Describes Town 
as Appearing To Have 
Suffered Bombardment; 
Says Scores Killed. 


WELLINGTON, New Zealand, 
Feb. 3.—(Tuesday.)—(/)—A terrific 
earthquake which rocked Napier, a 


city of 14,846 population on the west 


coast of North Island, at 8:51 o’clock 
this morning, caused reports of a great 
loss of life. 

Messages broadcast by his majesty’s 
sloop Veronica said that a great toll 
was feared. and that some deaths were 
certain, although it gave no figures. 

The ship's messages 
nearly every stone 
town was destroyed and that fites 
were raging in the center of the city. 

Bluejackets landed immediately 
from the Veronica to aid in relief 
work, while the warships Diomede and 
Dunedin left Auckland with doctors, 
nurses and medical supplies. 

A man who witnessed the quake in 
Napier rushed to Dannevirke, an in- 
land town about 70 miles southwest 
of the stricken city, and telephoned to 
Wellington that the loss of life must 
have been considerable. 

He said he saw long lines of cas- 
ualities in the town, which looked as 
if it had undergone a great bombard- 
ment. 

All the large buildings in the cen- 
ter of the town were razed and the 
postoffice was largely in ruins. 

The quake was felt over the whole 
of the Hawke Bay region, on the west 
coast of North Island about 150 miles 
northeast of Wellington, and appar- 
ently brought an upheaval in the sea. 
£ wmers which were putting out 
were tossed on the waters. 

The destruction was particularly 
severe in the neighborhood where oil 
tanks were set afire. The shocks 
were considered the worst since June 
17, 1929. 

The shocks which began June 17, 
1929, created much damage in the 
Karame ; region, on the west coast of 
South island. Landslides extended 
for miles and the ocean bed at the 
white cliffs of Karamea was report- 
ed to have risen nearly 100 feet over 
a distance of about a mile. 

Hundreds of homes of settlers in 
outlying districts were destroyed. In 
some places entire towns were evacu- 
ated.

Pope Will Broadcast 
Address to World 


ROME, Feb. 2.—(UP)—For the 
first time in history, the voice of the 
head of the Roman Catholic church 
will be heard by the world when Pope 
Pius XI broadcasts an address at the 
opening of the new Vatican radio 
station February 12. 

This was officially revealed today, 
following a series of tests in which 
Senator Guglielmo Marconi, foremost 
among the world’s wireless pioneers, 
made contract which stations in the 
United States and England. 

The broadcast will coincide with 
the ninth anniversary of the corona- 
tion of Pope Pius, which will be cele- 
brated in the Sistine chapel at an 
imposing ceremony. 

The pope's speech will be broadcast, 
together with the ceremony of the 
formal inauguration of the new sta- 
tion, built te place the -Vatican in 
touch directly with the millions of 
Catholi@és throughont the world.

SENATORS BITTER 
IN FLAYING HOUSE 
FOR RELIEF STAND 


Borah Joins: Democrats 
in Threatening Extra 
Session and Caraway 
Excoriates Hoover.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—(#)-— 
With a fervor seldom exhibited in 
senate debate, ‘leaders of the senate 
coalition today assailed the “no com- 
promise” stand of the house repubtic- 
ans against the $25,000,000 Red 
Cross relief fund. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, a spokes- 
man of the republican independents, 
drew a roar of applause from the 
determined democratic forces and 


from the gallery as he _ shouted 
an acceptance of the house challenge, 
and declared for an all-summer fight, 
if necessary, on the relief issue 
against the administration. 

It was a scene unparalleled in re- 
cent history of the dignified senate 
as Borah brought the democratic lead- 
ers across the aisle to shake his bands 
amid applause from the galleries. 

Silent throughout the assault by the 
Idahoan and during a more personal 
attack upon ‘President Hoover and 
the house republican leaders, by Sen- 
ator Caraway, democrat, of Arkan- 
sas, the senate republican leader ship 
bided its time tonight, swatting a 
break in the tense deadlock. 

It was generally agreed that a 
compromise was the only way to 
avoid an extra session after March 
4. Borah today assured the demo- 
yerats he would help to bring it about. 
Compromise proposals were being dis- 
cussed tonight by senate republican 
leaders, but they were not made 
public. 

A conference was called for tomor- 
row afternoon to seek an adjustment 
of the dispute on the $25,000,000 fund 
but some negotiations were admitted 
to be necessary before anything like 
a solution can be brought about. 

Borah pounded his desk as he thun- 
dered a denial of the administration’s 
contention that the $25,000,000 fund 
amounts to a “dole.” He denied it

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ITALIAN FARMER 
CHARGES IL DUCE 


Smuggled Letter Says 
Three of Four Witnesses 
to Accident Immediately 
Thrown Into Prison. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—(UP)—The 
text of a smuggled letter in which an 
Italian farmer living three miles from 
Rome describes an alleged hit-and-run 
incident which cost the life of a child 
and was attributed to Benito Musso- 
lini, will be published tomorrow by 
Il Nuova Mondo, an Italian language 
newspaper here. 

The incident is said to have occur- 
red last September, outside the little 
town of San Quirito. 

According to the farmer, a six-year- 
old girl named Santini crossed the 
street directly in front of a speeding 
automobile. She was knocked down, 
while the car sped away. Three men, 
besides the farmer, saw the occur- 
rence, and recognized Mussolini, he 
claims. 

The child died in the Glosseto hos- 


pital, the letter continues, and then a 
-peculiar series of events took place. 
The three witnesses, all of them fas- 
cist sympathizers, were thrown into 
jail and were not seen thereafter. 
Their names, the writer relates, were 
Lombardi, Pullaceo and Lazerini, 
The letter, written many weeks be- 
fore General Smedley Butler made 
the charges against Mussolini that re- 
sulted in his court-martial and apol- 
ogies to Il Duce, was smuggled aboard 
a ship by the writer, and mailed in 
this country by a member of the crew.

Councilman John A. White, of the 
fourth ward, led an attack on the 
paper with the charge that politics is 
involyed. “You want to demote some- 
body now, and in two months you ‘ll 
be wanting to promote someone else,” 
White said. “If Beavers had too many 
officers last year and recommended 
promotion of these two men, he ought 
to be fired. It is unfair to make the 
police department a political football. 
Beavers has been recommending ad- 
ditional men for the department for 
five years, and now he wants to drop 
two of his men.” 

Alderman Alvin Richards, of the 
thirteenth ward, explained that the po- 
lice committee approved the paper on 
the recommendation of Chief Beay- 
ers, and that the extra captain has 
nothing to do but “twiddle his 
thumbs.” Councilman James Wells, 
of the eighth ward, said “it is the 
duty of council to stand behind its 
committees.” 

Alderman G. Everett Millican, new 
member of the police committee, said 
that the committee is going to make 
members of the departmrent “toe the

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—P)— 
Twelve Georgia projects totaling 
$1,510,000 were included today in al- 
locations of $49,515,000 for public 
buildings in cities and towns outside 
of the District of Columbia, reported 
to congress by Secretary Mellon. 

The secretary said no additional 
authorization was needed for this 
construction which includes nearly 200 
buildings and additions and President 
Hoover asked the house to appro- 
priate funds totaling $68,764,000 cov- 
ering both projects in and outside the 
District of Columbia. 

Appropriations for this work will 
be carried in the second deficiency 
bill, yet to be drafted. 

The Georgia allotments included 
follow: 5

The administration's $100, 000,000 
public building authorization measure 
was passed by the house and sent to 
the senate, where its public buildings 
committee approved it. In addition, 
the house passed the Wagner advanced 
planning public works measure and 
received from the chief executive a 
request to appropriate funds for more 
than 200 publie building -projects to 
cost $68,764,000. 

The Wagner measure now goes back 
to the senate for agreement to house 
amendments. It is designed to stabi- 
lize employment and provides for the 
creation of a federal employment 
stabilization board to watch the trend 
of employment and to advance con- 
struction programs during periods of 
depression. 

Under the $100,000,000 expansion 
measure, the administration's public 
building program outside the yy 
of Columbia will reach $415,000,000, 
exclusive. of about $50,006,000 to be 
ri air from sale of obsolete build- 


Ot the existing $315,000:000 pro- 
grain, projects aggregating $271 955. 
676 have been Gadertaken, ‘while the 
administration today recommended 
projects aggregating $49,515,000, ex- 
elusive of $18,089,000 for the District 
of Columbia, and $1,150,000 under an 
old authorization.

A large party including Colonel E. M. House, the American delegates 


to the inter-allied conference, Ambassador William G. Shar 
Northcliffe went by special train from Paris December 4, 1

training area, stopping at my Chaumont headquarters en route. 


On the train I had-an interestingT 


conversation with Lord Northcliffe, 
of the British air board, regarding 
the formation of an American army 
and its transportation overseas. Lord 
Northcliffe thought his government 
should do more to help with shipping, 
but like most Englishmen he believed 
it best for us to send our men for sery- 
ice with the British. He argued in 
favor of a proposal that Mr. Lloyd 
George had recently made to Mr. 
House that we should ineorporate in 
their units any infantry that we 


might not be able to organize imme- 
diately into complete divisions of our 
own, 

“It is all very well,” I said, “to 
make such an appeal to us, but it is 
impossible to ignore our national view- 
point. The people themselves would 
not approve, even though the presi- 
dent and his advisers should lean that 
way. We cannot permit our men to 
serve under another flag except in an 
extreme emergency, and _ then only 
temporarily.” | 

I also insisted that we could con- 
tribute more largely to Allied success 
by the use of the American army as 
a unit. 

Continuing, I said that there was 
nothing vainglorious in our attitude, 
but that no people with a grain of 
national pride would consent to fur- 
nish men to build up the army of 
another nation. I pointed out that 
misunderstandings and recriminations 
would inevitably follow any reverse 
by such a mixed force, and that his 
government had used ‘none of their 
colonials in any such way. 

It is quite certain that Northeliffe 
had not considered the subject 
our point of view, for, at the conclu- 


sion of the conversation, he very 
frankly said that we were ectly 


right. After that, so far as I am 
aware, he became a consistent advo- 
cate of the formation of an American 
army. 

In another conversation, Mr. House 
asked my views of the proposal above 
referred to which had been sent to 
him by Mr. Lloyd George about put- 
ing our men into their armies. The 
memorandum in question had been 
forwarded to Lord Reading for deliv- 
ery to Mr. House, with, a note by 
Mr. Lloyd George as follows: 

2d December, 1917. 

My dear R.: 

The C. I. G. S. (chief of the 
imperial general staff) is very 
anxious you should place the en- 
closed before Colonel House.

Georgia convicts will not be turned 
over to the state highway commission - 
by the special session of the general 
assembly, the house penitentiary com- 
mittee having slaughtered the King 
bill, which had been passed in the 
senate, at a meeting Monday after- 
noon following statements by Woolsey 
Finnell, former chairman of the Ala- 
bama highway commission, that such 
a practice had been expensive and in- 
efficient in his state. 

The committee rejection of the King 
bill was the first reflection. of the 
house attitude toward the disposition 
of its convict problem, although de- 
bate in the house last week indicated 
a strong sentiment in the lower 
braneh for the purchase of a state 
farm and for equipping it with ma- 
chinery to keep the prisoners engaged 
in work other than that competitive 
with free labor. 

Meeting of the penitentiary commit- 
tee, of which Representative Rivers 
is chairman, was simultaneous Mon- 
day with a continued session of the 
house ways and means committee, 
both of which took place after the 
house had heard Representative Wil- 
lis Battle open the debate for the bill 
to discount Western & Atlantic rail-. 
road rentals for ten years. At the con- 
clusion of Battle’s 30-minute speech 
the house adjourned until today, when

RULING AMENDED 


Consumers Must Pay Full 
Amount Pending Su- 
preme Court Action. 


Atlanta water consumers must con- 
tinue to pay the discount to the bor- 
ough treasury but it will be set aside 
until the higher courts have acted 
on his ruling holding the discount 
abolition illegal, Superior Judge E 
E. Pomeroy directed Monday in an 
amended order on the city water situa- 
tion. 

The amendment came when the 
borough was granted a writ of super- 
sedeas to carry the case to the su- 
preme court. Judge Pomeroy ruled 
last Friday that the discount abolition 
was illegal. 

Under the amended ruling the bor- 
ough must set aside all discounts col- 
lected, they to revert to those making 
payments in the event his decision 
is upheld by the supreme court. 

In the amended order Judge Pom- 
eroy specifically stipulated that the 
money aceruing from paidein dis- 
counts be placed in a separate fund by 
the berough and be ready to go back 
to the consumers whenever the case 
is decided finally. 

The action ie halt the borough’s 
attempt to eliminate the discount was 
filed last week by George Eckford, 
legislator-elect, and was intervened in 
by a number of citizens. The petition 
of Mr. Eckford. followed a_council- 
manic order eliminating the discounts‘ 
as an economic move in an effort to 
reduce the city deficit. It was hoped 
by members. of the council finance 
committee that $250,000 of the deficit 
would be obtained through the elini- 
nation of the water rate discount.

There would be no insuperable 
difficulty in meeting American 
wishes in any such matters as 
discipline, rations and general 
maintenance. The only difficul- 
ty is American national senti- 
ment, which we quite understand. 
On the other hand, the system 
suggested is clearly one which 
would the most rapidly afford 
much needed help during, per- 
haps, the most critical period of 
the war.

About this time Mr. House told me 
that Petain had criticized the Ameri- 
ean ideas of training and also that 
Lonis Moucheur, minister of muni- 
tions; had spoken about the rise in 
prices caused: by Axmerican purchases. 
Mr. House wisely suggested to these 
gentlemen, he said, that matters of 
this kind were for me to settle. 

I called without delay on M. Clem- 
enceau and told him of the reports 
and ~ explained my understanding 
about training agreements with Petain 
and also the steps that had previously 
been taken by the purchasing board 
in co-operation with his own bureaus, 
to prevent the rise in prices. I also 
told him that French dealers were 
largely to blame if prices had risen, 
as we had eliminated competition 
among ourselves, and that our pur- 
chases were and had been for some 
time actually handled through French 


officials. 
I objected to these back-door meth- 


ods of lodging complaints, and empha 
i sized the necessity of frankness and 


directness in all our dealings. I ask- 
ed: him to give instructions that if 
there was any fault to. find with our 
methods: it should he brought to my 
personal attention. He eritirely agreed 
with me and expressed chagrin and 
surprise that any .other course had 
been followed. On the face of it there

The Missing Turkeys. 

Immediately upon my return to 
headquarters at Chaumont December 
7, 1917, General Harbord. reported 
there had been a shortage of turkey 
and other essentials of a truly Ameri- 


facetious manner deplored the heart- 
lessness of a staff at Washington 
that would so neglect our troops.

Mince meat arrived November 26 
on Powhatan underneath heavy 
cargo which it was necessary to 
discharge before mince meat could 
be unloaded. Result mince meat 
aboard ship Thanksgiving Day. 

Sweet potatoes arrived on Da- 
kotan and could not be unloaded 
until November 22, result some 
troops did not have sweet pota- 
toes. It was necessary to buy 
geese to fill requisitions on ac- 
count of part of turkey not ar- 
riving, notwithstanding the fact 


that Thanksgiving — were

staff at home, Major General John

General Petain came for dinner 
December 16, bringing reports from 
Italy which were far from encour- 
aging.

Another suggestion was that 
a French chief of staff be appointed 
for the Italians, and that the presi- 
dent of the United States, as a dis- 
tinguished friend, should put the 
proposition forward with the neces- 
sary pressure to accomplish it. But, 
of course, no such change was neces- 
sary or even remotely possible. 

Incidentally, it was noticeable that 
the Allies were quick to criticize each 
other and allege inefficiency, expecial- 
ly in case of. reverses. In dug time, 
however, the British and French di- 
visions were returned from Italy to 
their own hard-pressed fronts, wher~ 
they, too, suffered disastrous defeats. 
The Italians might also have said 
many things about the French and 
British deficiencies and they probably 
did so. Before the end of the war 
the records of the respective armies 
in the west as to reverses were just 
about a stand-off.

The notion, so often expressed,‘ that 
“every man ought to pay taxes on 
what he has’—meaning prosperity— 
is senseless and false in economic 
philosophy. 

Every citizen should pay an excise 
tax on what he gains, whether from 
real estate, bonds, stocks, interest- 
bearing notes and mortgages, or from 
his brains, muscles, machines, inven- 
tions, or bootlegging profits! 

The life and business of a great 
state like Georgia can be easily and 
adequately adjusted to that system, if 
we could muzzle our demagogues 
and tie them out in the swamps while 
a half-hundred experts from farm, 
bank and schools got together and 
framed an equity tax system for the 
state. 

With such a system the state could 
raise all its necessary revenues with- 
out a kick, even from a barn in 
Lowndes county.

Deficit Charged to Plan. 
Colonel Finnell, a former chief en- 


partment, as well @s former chair- 
man, who appeared here on the com- 
mittee’s invitation, said that an audit 
had net been made in Alabama but 
that a highway deficit of approximate- 


ly $4,000,000 was charged in part to 
the loss the state sustained in working 
convicts on the roads. 


Twelve convict camps and equi 
me:t in Alabama cost, he said, $2,- 
63,023.36 and they worked 1,200 con- 
victs, After working 18 months for 
the highway department, the prisoners 
were taken over by the Alabama board 
of administration. Machinery which 
had been used in road building, Col- 
onel Finnell said, had depreciated 42 
1-2 per cent in the 18 months, 


Under the most favorable tondi- 
tions, the former Alabama official 
said, the state could get only approx- 
imately 75 per cent of accomplishment 
from convicts on a road job as com- 
pared with 100 per cent from free 
labor. The average, he said, under 
gool conditions is about 60 per cent. 


“Prison labor,” he _ said, “if the 
prisoners are hand picked and worked 
on the honor system, may prove suc- 
cessful providing you don’t have to 
pay over 60 per cent of what you pay 
free labor. You could probably break 
even on that basis.”’ 

Farm Is Advocated. 

Asked for a solution of the problem, 
Colonel Finnell said that he favored 
placing the prisoners on a farm and 
allowing them to raise and manufac- 
ture everything possible for their own 
use, as well as for the use of other 
state institutions. If they are to be 
worked on the roads, he added, he ad- 
vised that ‘they be placed where the 
most unskilled labor and the least ma- 
chinery Were required. 

If the convict system is taken out 
of politics, the Alabama man said. 
overhead operating expenses could be 
cut from 40 to 50 per cent.

The new statutory income tax bill 
sponsored by Representative.

Boykin. Explains Bill. 

Explaining -jhis bill, Boykin said it 
was drawn for the purpose of giving 
Georgia a complete schedule of in- 
come tax rates which would have no 
connection with federal rates. The 
present law, of which Boykin also 
was the auttter, fixed the state tax 
on a basis of@@ne-third of the federal 
schedules. He said this had . proved 
unsatisfactory in operation, and that 
the new bill was. modeled aleng the 
lines of the income tax acts of other 
southern states. Under the proposed 
measure, which lowers exemptions and 
slightly inereases the rates, he said, 
the state would derive from $500,000 
to $1,000,000 more revenue, depending 
on general financial conditions. 

The schedule of the new bill calls 
for a tax of 1 per cent on the first 
$5,000 of net income; 2 per cent on 
the second $5,000; 3 per cent on the 
third $5,000; 4 per cent on the fourth 
and 5 per cent on net in- 
eomes in excess of $20,000. Foreign 
and domestic corporations would be 
required to pay 4eper cent on net in- 
come, while all persons with a gross 
income of over $5,000 would have to 
make a return. 

Personal exemptions under the new 
bill ‘would be $1,000 for a single resi- 
dent: $2.000 ,for a married resident, 
and $1,000 f@¥ yall non-residents com- 
ing within pscope of the measure. 
The classifieation of residents: and 
non-residents, Boykin said, was made 
to reach persons who’ are escaping 
the tax at present. The bill defines a 
who maintains an 
abode in Georgia and spends more 
than six months of each taxable year 
within the state. A non-resident is 
one who spends more than six months 
of the year outside the state. 

Individuals would be allowed a $400 
deduction for each dependent, and the 
usual exemptions are provided for 
charitable institutions and non-profit

Sweeping and sensational changes in 
the entire athletic system of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, designed to 
eliminate so-called over-emphasis from 
competitive sports, were announced to- 
night by Thomas S. Gates, university 
president, as the result of an exhaus- 
tive survey of conditions here and 
elsewhere. 

Effective at once, the president’s 
statement of policy reveals the deci- 
sion to eliminate athletic training ta- 
bles and spring football practice, to 
readjust intercollegiate schedules and 
reduce intersectional competition, to

My reply 
is that given a properly designed car 
and an ideal course, land speed may 
be raised indefinitely. I always qualify 
this observation with the one that, in 
my opinion, there is no known course 
today where better than 290 to 300 
miles per hour may be attained.: 
With a perfect course and un- 
limited capital to construct the 
proper car there is no limit te 
the speed man can make. 

Here are my reasons for believing I 
shall succeed in my coming attempt: 
PLENTY OF POWER. 

My present car, the Bluebird IT, 
has 50 per cent more power than 
any car I have ever driven. It is built 
much closer to the ground than any 
of my former mounts. There is only 
three and one-half inches clearance, 
which makes it impossible to run it 
through the streets, but. gives it the 
stability that is necessary for the high 
speeds T hope to achieve. 

The Bluebird II is powered by 

a 12-cylinder, super ged Na- 

pier motor developing 1,450 horse- 

power at 3,600 r. p. m. In 1928 

when I made the 207 miles per 

hour record, the engine had only 

920 horsepower. 

The engine itself weighs 1,114 
pounds and thus develops one horse- 
power for every~three-fourths , pound. 
The wheel base is twelve feet six 
inches and the length.. of the car 
over all is twenty-five feet six inches. 
The constant mesh. gear box gives 
the car three forward speeds and one 
reverse, The tires are specially made, 
with a very thin rubber tread and 
fourteen ply canvas. They have been 
tested up to 300 miles an hour. The 
wheels, fitted with dises, are 88 inches 
in diameter. 

A GIANT ARROW. 


The entire car weighs two and one- 
half tons. The body is of sixteen 
gauge aluminum, with a heavy steel 
frame. The color is a vivid blue, as 
was the 1928 entry. From the side it 
resembles nothing so much as a giant 
arrow. The tall directional fin at the 
back gives it a head-on appearance 
of a great fish. The raditor is in front 
on the hood. There is a vent in back 
to permit the escape of air. 

The wind resistance is reduced 
to the very minimum in this de- 
sign, and when you pass 180 
miles an hour the air opposition 
is the thing your motor must 
fight. For over a year I have 
planned for the present assault on 
the record. I have actually physi- 
cally trained for the attemp * 
months before leaving England. 
forego all kinds of stimulants “ 
a month before even the trial 
spins. My nerves must be just at 
the proper pitch. A bit too fine 
drawn they may react badly when 
at the wheel and you can only 
make oné mistake at high speed. 
You never get the second chance. 

I eat what I like when training 

for a big test, but eat only mod- 

erately. I have never followed any 
specific diet, although I know of 
successful drivers who do follow 

2 planned policy of food control. 

I always manage to get eight hours 


in.my room at 9:30 in the morning. 
I read quite a bit, and try in other 
ways to keep my inind occupied. A 
study of beach birds here at Day- 
tona is one source of mental occu- 
pancy I find interesting and divert- 
ing. All my racing cars have been 
named Bluebird, after Maeterlinck’s 
famous play of that name. 
PHOTOGRAPHY. 

Another source of relaxation for me 
is photography. I have a very good 
motion picture camera with me this 
trip and have snapped a great many 
interesting scenes and personalities 
around Daytona. 

Of my experience as a raring 
antomohbilist, I may say that with 
the exception of the years I serv- 
ed with the British army in 
France during the World War, I 
have been racing continuously 
since 1906, This.
